DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, The prior art of record considered alone or in combination neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious a transmitting/receiving switch comprising an antenna terminal, a 
transmission terminal, a reception terminal, a first switching element, a second switching 
element, a filter coupled between first switching element and antenna terminal and a phase 
shifter circuit coupled between the filter and the antenna terminal wherein the phase shift circuit 
compensates for the phase shift of said filter. 

The prior art of record provided numerous teachings of transmitting, receiving and 
switching in portable terminal units. However, the prior art of record failed to specifically 
disclose a filter coupled between first switching element and antenna terminal and a phase shifter 
circuit coupled between the filter and the antenna terminal wherein the phase shift circuit 
compensates for the phase shift of said filter.
